Paris, February 15.—News fram a Russian source states that a battle between Russian and Japanese 
forces is now being fought on the northern bank of the Yalu river, where the Russian Jand forces are 
esneentrated. 


. EXPLAIN THEIR ACTIONS. : ; 


Ying Kow, February :15.—The administrative authorities at Port Arthur have formally aotified the 
United States and British consuls'of the-telease of the neutral ships which had beeu seized. Both 
ceasuls had asked for an explanation. In answer to the demand of the British government for an 
explanation for which the British ships were held up by the Russians at Port Arthur, Viceroy Alexietf 
replied that the vessels were detained on nde they had Japanese on board. 


ANOTHER EXPLANATION. 


The shets fired at the British steamer Fu Ping by the Russian guardship at Port Arthur as the Fu 
Ping was leaving that Port last Tuesday were, the Viceroy says, due to a mistake on the part of the 
officers of the guardship. 

WRECKING TRANS-SIBERIAN RAILWAY. | 


London, February 15.—It is reported from an official source in St. Petersburg that an attempt has 
been made by the Japanese agents to blow. up the most important post and telegzaph stations on the 
Trans-Siberian railway. .It-is also reported that an attempt has been made to dynamite the Trans-Siber- 
ian Railway bridge crossing Singari river. The Singari is the most important river in Manchuria and 
the point where the railway crosses it is just outside Harbin. Harbin is a strategic point controlling 
the trattic north to Vladivostock and Port Arthur, Should the railway become inoperative at that point 
Port Arthur would-be doomed: 


London; February 15.—A Port Arthur despatch received at.St. Petersburg says: “The Viadivostock 
squadron, consisting of the Karike, the Gnompvoia, the Kossiya, the Pozathra and the transport Leena, 
which recently left Vladivostock for a destination not’ named, has escaped. . The present. whereabouts of 
the ships is unknown. ; 


DETAILS OF ATTACK ON PORT ARTHUR. 


London, February 15.—The Japanese legation has receiveda despatch saying that the United States 
st*amship Pieides has arrived.at Che Foo from Port Arthur. The captain reports that the Russian ship 
Askold was brought into the inner harbor after the attack bythe Japanese and she sank Saturday. 
The Russian ¢casvalties. were 29 killed, 60 wounded on board the ship, besides two killed and several 


wounded in the fértress. 


Chee Foo, February 15.—It is stated that eleven Russian ships were damaged in the recent engage- 
mentat Port-Arthue:-Lhe whole fleet’ hasmoved” into the inner harbor.
